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MINUTES OF THE 

LOUISIANA ARCHITECTS SELECTION BOARD

A meeting of the Louisiana Architects Selection Board (LASB) was held in the Claiborne 

Building, 1201 N. Third Street, Room 1-155, Baton Rouge, Louisiana 70802 on November 27, 2018.
